5 
It takes the cream from twelve quarts of 
whole milk to make a pound of butter. With- 
in a few years a compound of one part cream 
and five parte cleomargarine and cottonseed 
oil has béen made and colored to resemble 
butter, and sold as butter with the integtion 
to deceive the purchaser and consu “and 
thus receive the price of cream for à com- 
pound composed largely of tallow. 

The Wisconsin soldiers home, advertising 
for bids for oleomargarine, received them as 
low as 7 cents per pound. Where ‘the shoe 
pinches the counterfeiter is that he is not 
allowed to color tallow butter and sell it for 
30 cents instead of from 7 to 10 cents. 

They pity the poor consumers, who, they 
say, are at the mercy ofa butter trust. They 
know there is no more a butter trust than 
there is a potato trust. Butter ig not colored 
to deceive; oleomargarine is. 

I am a dairyman There are millions of us 
who can seé no moral difference between 
counterfeiting golden butter and golden 
coin. In both cases it is substituting a cheap, 
low grade article for a high grade, expensive

Aviators entered for the 900 mile air doat 
cruise from Chi to Detroit will compete 
in a ten mile race off Grant park today for 
the $1,000 efficiency trophy offered by the 
Aero Club of Tilthois.

Abraham | 1 88 605 of Plow? 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 6.—[S8pecial.]—In the 
University Museum Journal of the University 
of Pennsylvania, published today, is an article 
concerning a plow which is said to have been 
invented by Abraham and picture of which 
was found on one of the Babylonian bricks in 
the museum some years ago. Not until re- 
cently was the discovery made that it was the 
brain child of the Biblical patriarch. 

As is wel} known the ancients had seals which 
they set td every important document. Some 
used rings with antagolic seals. But in Baby- 
lon it was customary to have a seal cut in a 
little cylinder which was rolled over the moist 
clay after a tablet had been written. 

The tablet at the museum is definitely fred 
as coming from the fourteenth century befote 
the Christian era and is the first. representa- 
tion of a plow that exists in that section. . 

The tool is a combined plow and seed plant- 
er, It is the oldest combination agriculturai 
implement known, and ‘there is mo implement 
today which does this combined work.
